Maukid, Oct. 12.— The niinistcr of 
war has cabled to (rciu'ral \V( yli r to 
embark for Madrid immediately, hand- 
ing orar the command to Marqaii Ahn- 
rnada. or General Linnrps. AU high 
ciTil officials and the principal lienten- 
ants of Woyior w ill hv replaced prompt- 
ly. The poverumeut telcjfraphed au 
onU'r to c'taso instantlv all sevorities 
ami . .ill rigorous methods of warfare 
practiced hitherto. 

With the exception of the Conserva- 
tives and Repablicans, who prosist in 
courting Weyier, the majority of the 
prAs and pnbllo opinion applaud the 
new goverument for gasetting decrees 
recalling General Wejler and appoint- 
ing Marshal bianco governor general of 
Cuba, fio determined WM the cabinet 
to act Tigoroasly that as soon as the 
oooncil w ministers approved the above 
decreet Ooout Xiqceno, minister of 
pnbUc works, carried them to the pal- 
ace. The queen got up from dinner to 
sign them. The minister of war tele- 
graphed the Trans- Atlantic company to 
postpone the departure of the moil 
steamer to allow vieueral Blanco to em- 
bark with a numerous staff. 

Six geuemls, able officers, who served 
under Marshal ' Campos in the early 
part of the present war, and 20.000 men 
as reinforcements will follow in Novem- 
ber. 

'General Blanco is not expected to be 
in a position to form a correct estimate 
of the situation or to suggest the best 
course to follow bvfore the middle of 
November. Military opewtions will 
begin OS soon as the weather permits, 
against all insurgents not disposed to 
fcubmit on htariug of the contemplated 
reforms and the reversal of the policy 
pf the last two years. 

Captain General Blanco will sail for 
Cuba oh the 15th inst. He announces 
that he will act with great energy 
against the insurgents and will employ 
all political means to restore equality of 
treatment in the various sections of tlio 
community. The captain general adds 
that he has the greatest desire to end 
the horrors of war and to establish 
peace by the BTStem wilich he adopted 

lU 1«7!). 

The Si)anish party of Cuba, the Com- 
mt^rcial Associat.on of Havana, the In- 
dependent party of Porto Kico, have 
cabled the goveruiuent iissuring it of 
their support. 

A cable message h.as bf-eu received 
from Gener;il Weyler saying that he 
embarks for Spain on Oct. 20, the tirst. 
steamer sailing on that date. 

THEY DRILL NIGHTLY. 

Cuban ^yuiprithi^icm Orgiiui/lni; Ctiiupa- 
iiles In the Wllda of New York. 

HiaHLAND Falls. N. Y.. Oct. 12.— 
The appearance of the schooner yacht 
Studio at this and other towns along 

the Hudson river a few days ago seems 
to have bei n the signal for unusual ac- 
tivity among Cuban syniiiathizer.s. 
Companies have been organi/.ed secretly 
and are being drilled nightly in the 
moontains about four miles back of this 
place. 

The yacht came from Florida and had 
on board Captain ». D. Miller, the 
owner and his wife. At Cold Spring, 
just across the river from West Point, 
the Studio tied up for a day. Ma:iy 
men who are known to be in sympathv 
with the Cuban cause visited the vessel, 
and local papers gave full accounts of 
the alleged filibuster and told of the or- 
ganization and drilling of the compa- 
niM which are soon expected to tt trt 
for Cuba. The anus and equipments 
for the men, it ia laUL have been fur- 
nlthed by the Jonlik Three men, for- 
merly of the regular army, at one time 
stationed at Weiit Point, are said to be 
in charge of the volunteers.

WAsmN"(nH)N, Oct. R'.— The escape of 
Miss Cisneros from a Havana prison, 
through tbe eflortc. of a representative 
at the New York Journal, has been 
talked over at the state department the 
pfevaihng view is that it will not lead 
to an international complication. State 
department nfficials say that presaming 
that the girl and hor rescuer have 
reached the United States they (an not 
be surrendered even if claimed by tho 
Spanisli authorities. The caSe is cov- 
vered by two principles of law that arc 
never deviated from, according to the 
state department people. As fur as 
concerns Miss Cisneros, she being a po- 
litical refugee, can not, under our or- 
ganic law be surreuderod and there is 
no cWse in the Spanish extradition 
treaty that would serve as a basis for a 
claim for her surrender. The circum- 
stances under which she may have 
reached the United States can notattevt 
the force of this doctrine. 

As for The Journal agent, who se- 
oored the escape of the nrl, his case is 
expressly covered in the following arti- 
cle (rf the extradition treaty between 
Spain and the United States, concluded 
in 1877: "Neither of the contracting 
parties shall be bound to deliver up its 
own citizens or subjects under the stip- 
ulations of this convention." 

This treaty was amended in 1882, but 
this particiuar article was not touched 
and remalusJn full force. Moreoter. it 



ims been the general policy of the 
United States to refuse to deliver up its 
own citizens to a foreign state, even 
when thejwere accused of crbnein 
such state. 

Mis* Clmicrns in New York. 
New Yokk, Oct. 12.— The Herald 
says "Senorita Evangeline Cosio y Uis- 
neroe, the Cuban girl, who escaped 
from Casa de Reco^as, in Havana, on 
Wednesday night last, arrived in this 
city yesterday morning. American 
f riendi aocompanied her by train from 
New Orleans. On reaching Jersey City 
Miss Cisneros was taken in a closed car- 
riage to the headquarters of the Cuban 
sympathizers in this city, at 56 New 
street, where she was joyfully received. 
Af.er a short reception she was taken 
away and no one was allowed to see 
her." 

KISSED HER PET DOQ. 

The Result Wat That Sha Ulad Wrom 
Hydrophobia. 

New Yov.jf, Oct. 12.— The Herald's 
cable from Paris says : What appears 

to be a remarkable case is reported here. 
A young girl of the name of Mile. San- 
tasiero died of hydrophobia, claimed to 
have been caused by tho contact of her 
lips with the tongue of a pot dog. She 
had a small terrier which one day re- 
fused food and drink from its mistress, 
snapped at lier, but did not bito. The 
veterinary sent for recognized hydro- 
phobia, and the dog was killed. 

A fortnight later Mile. Santasiero was 
aflFected by the same symptoiii.s that 
preceded tlie death of lier jiet, and her 
last moments were terribli'. She re- 
fused to kiss her friends, lest she might 
commnnicati' the disease to tlvm. .She 
said of rh(^ dog : "He never bit me. It 
was in kissing him tliat I caught the 
dis 'ase. Ijo not kiss mi\" 

J)r. ('haillon of thr Pasteur institute, 
unhesitatingly e.\iiress<'d tlie opiuioii 
that the disease wa.s coniiiiunirated in 
tho manner supposed by tlie poor girl. 
The sl)):hte^t contact of the tonune of a 
mad dti'j with the mucou-i mombrane is 
sudicient to cause hydropliobia. 

The moral of this story is rhat per- 
sons havimr i)etdo'.rs ^linuld he lAtr-'Mie- 
ly cautious in allow ing them to ap- 
proach their face under any circum- 
stances, as the touch of a tinted tongae 
or lips may ba the precursor (rf an aw- 
ful death. * 



NOT TO I NTIMIDA TE SPAIN. 

The North Atlaatlo tqaadron WUl Be 
Kept Ont ot Cuban Watan. 

Washtxoton, Oct. 12.— The adminis- 
tration has practically determined to 
keep the North Atlantic squadron away 
from the gnlf during the coming win- 
ter. While no orders have been issued 
it is generally understood that Secre- 
tary Long will follow the course pur- 
sued by his predecessor and keep the 
ships away from Cuba. 

This means that during the cold sea- 
son the headtpiarters of the snuadron 
will be at Fort Monme, and their evolu- 
tions will be held on flif southern drill 
grounds just outside cif the capes. 

Tlie iiitf'iition to keep thr sliijjs in 
nortlu rn waters i-j due. it is said, to tho 
desire to refrain fro:ii giving any evi- 
dence of a purpose to intimidate Spain.

Little attacked Todd with a rook. 
Todd, who was horseback, leaped from 
his saddle, and drawing a pocketknife, 
began .^t.ilibing Little, who fell. Todd 
continued to carve his helpli'ss victim, 
leaving him for deud. Todd surren- 
dered to tho slieriit, and was rele.-ued 
on bond pending his victim's oondition.

In that region the v> t at hor 
is also ([uite warm, tho temiwratures at 
many jilaces being j'luch higher than 
usual at this time of the year. In 
wesiern Minnesota, the snutiiern por- 
tion of the 1 lakolas. parts of Nebiaska 
and Kansas and the greater portions of 
Texas, there has been but little, if any 
ram. 

Within the next '24 hours it is expect- 
ed that the whole of the country east of 
the Mississippi will have experienced 
rains.

Nf:w Oni,K.\xp, Oct. 13.— From the 
latest returns there is little hope m the 
vf llov,- fever situation. 'The board of 
iiealth is daily demonstrating that with 
a fair show, it is possible for modern 
science to restrict and stamp out the 
disease. But the people who must suf- 
fer from a strict application of scientiflc 
methods rebel, the result being that the 
pathway of the board of health is beset 
with dirticulties. If there was strict 
compliance with the health laws ; if 
prompt repoirt was made of cases, the 
fever germs would quickly be wiped 
out. But it begins to look now as if 
from 30 to 40 cages and from from four 
to six deaths will bo daily reported un- 
til jack frost jnits in an a]>]» araiice. 

Y( sterday. as on nearly every day 
since the fever first appeared lure, 
about eO por cent of the f.italities was 
traceable to neglect and a flispi isition tn 
liide cases until it was too late to do 
anything to savt' life. The case ol' Uub- 
ert Hite was rejiorted yesterday. He 
had been ill some time. I'lojile in thf- 
vicitiMy of where he lived knew he wa- 
i!l. Vet no report was made to the 
health autheriiies, and the aunouuce- 
nn nt of the Hite case was almost COn- 
teiiipoiaiiei 1118 with his de.ith.

competition with the honest labor of cit 
izena of tbe State. 

Tbe net result of the chair contract is 
that there is now butone chairfactory in 
operation in Kentucky, and that is run- 
ning with a abort force, on atyles that 
Martin has not yet undertaken to control 
Martin, or rather the company to which 
he baa assigned bis contract, ia selling 
goods at such prices as to arouse the cu 
riosity of the big manufacturers of the 
great furniture center, Urand Kapids 
Mich, No other convict factory ever 
turned out such cheap goods, and the 
trade of the country ia standing aghast, 
while the .Sinking Fund Commissioners 
issue a treasury statement showing that 
they paid out $131,000 more last year 
than they got in from the penitentiary 
and then doctor up a fictitious showing 
for tbe Republican Hand Book showing 
« loss of only ?:'.(). OCO a year," upon 
wbicb they proceed to shake liands with 
themselves and to congratulate tbe party 
upon such a good showing. 

The Sinking Fund Commissioners are 
getting in about the same position as 
Warden Hancock when the .'Senate In- 
vestigating Committee made hiiii ac- 
knowledge that his annual report was in- 
correct in that he had omitted a charge 
against the prison of $51,000, thereby 
showiu'.; a profit when in reality there 
was a loaa. When the Warden was taxed 
with having made a "good showing" 
upon false figures, he lan^died feebly and 
replied, "Well, it would have been a good 
bowing if it had been true." 

The Capital is not charging anybody in 

particular with coiruption, hut when it 
gets through with this rotten job, some* 
body will be charged with rascality, and 
convicted of it.

These are only two of many disgraceful 
transactions which will be developed. 
The Coniiiiissioners have not only re- 
fused to investigate tbe chair scandal, 
but they have committed the Republican 
campaign to its defense, and have seen fit 
to make it a matter of quarrel with tbe 
editor of this paper in his capacity of a 
public; ofiiQial SNOciated with tbe Oov- 
ernor. 

In order that there may he no misun- 
derstanding, the Capital will state that 
Gov. Bradley baa within the week ex- 
pressed ^.be belief that it is not possible 
that the Commissioners who have had 
especial charge of the penitentiary mat- 
tors should have allowed such things as 
tbe Capital has charged.

The Capital 
accepts this oballenge and will go after 
this chair contract rascality, and carry the 
flight into the Legislature, unless there is 
a square back-down by those in charge of 
the penitentiary and en honest reform of 
the abuaea.
